Negro Had Easy Time With

Kaufman

IN THEIR RING BATTLE

The Negro Surprised the Crowd by Hi

Superiority lis Might Have

Landed a Knockout

Earlier.

San Francisco, Sept. 10. The world's

heavyweight champion, Jack Johnson,
surprised all the tight experts yesterday
afternoon by the eese with which he
defeated Al Kauffman in their ten-roun-

fight at the Mission etreet arena. (From
the first half of the first rouud, Johnson
prove! himself to be tlie master of
Kauffnuin at every circle of the game
and though the plttckr Califoroian last
ed tne limit, this was largely due to
the fact that Johnson 'did not force the
fighting in the early rounds and when
be tried to finish his man in tiie seventh
and uceeeding rounds ha did not have
enough steam.

Johnson looked a bit fat as he posed
for a photograph, while Kaufman ap-

peared to be in tine shape. The ring
was cleared and the men called to the
center at 3:04 p. m.

Bound 1. Jounson opened the fight
with a wdl placed left hook to the
stomach. The men then mixed it up at
close range. Johnson landed right and
left arm punches to the jaw. Johnson
smiled and brought right and left to
face. Kaufman looked a bit worried at
this stage, and sparred for fully half a
minute. Johnson closed in, landing
short arm rights and lefts to the head.
Ther was little sting in them, however.
Jut before the round ended Kaufman
shot a right and left to the jaw, but
the champion only smiled. Kaufmen
seemed slow in comparison with the
fast work of Johnson.

Bound 2. Johnson wrestled Kaufman
against the ropes arid a moment later
drove a straight left to the face. He
followed this with a left to the body,
and then quickly whipped a left to the
blacksmith a jaw, Kaufman appeared
confused. They chued, and Johnston
rocked Kaufman's head with a thtt
arm blow. Johnson smiled and cracked
jokes at the spectators.

Bound 3. I hey rnhed in close. John-
son drove a wicked left to the jaw, which
he followed with a hard clout to the
stomach. Johnson then upK'rcut twice
with his right to the mouth and blood

spurted from Kaufman's month, John-
son planted a right wallop on his bleed-

ing face, stid forced Kaufman to stall.
Johnson taunted Kaufman good imtured.
ly, and varied this with two fearful
joits to the jaw. The hell rang, and
Al tumbled into hie chair with blood
flowing in a veritable stream from his
mouth and nose. It was apparent that
Johnson was cleariy Kaufman's master,
and could finish him at sin h time as he
was ready to cut loose.

Bound 4. Kaufman after some spar-
ring drove a hard right to the stomach.
This answered the champion, and he
quickly best the Californian against the
ropes, planting right and left to the jaw.
After some clinching Kaufman drove his
right to the Stomach, and Johnson grin-
ned and winked at his seconds.

"No elas of people are wore familiar
with Arctie conditions than those of
Denmark. Consequently if Dr. Cook's
Mjitwient are accepted by these people,
tfs miliar with all the circumstances, the
rent of the world, knowing lews of the
Arctic regions, should be perfectly wil-- i

ling o acoept the claims of Dr. Cook:
as indisputable,

"When the news crime tftst flobert E.
Peary had discovered the pole, 1 Isdiev- -

ed it, and still believe it. Peary has
been eftur the polo for nearly 20 rears,
and probably no man living today is
more familiar with the Arctic country.
That he and Dr. Cook, working inde-

pendently and by dillerent routes, have
hoth discovered the pdle, is to me quite
wssible and probable. It was only lint-ttrs- l

that Peary should eventually' make
the discovery. The fact that Dr. Cook
made ihe discovery first Is due to his
familiarity with the methods of such ex-

plorers as Abru.zi, Xansen, and even
